The "Little Jews" Imbroglio. 

In this mercurial communily, if we i!oi\'t 
get our regular semi-monthly excitement, 
everyboily has something to oomplai.li about. 
Bui, whe.i we get a grievance to ratae the 
mercury suddenly, then wo have a general 
piich-in, and all minor grieyances aria for the 
lime ignored. Lail;Salurday morning might 
be called a regular field-day— if a half-day 
can be oalled a day. Our impoverished co- 
temporary took the bait. Up it went like a 
lark till it reached a dizzy height ; when 
suddenly down it fell flat to the earth like a 
thousand of bricks. In its last gasp, as a 
veritable Cheap John, the wretched rag was 
heard to say—" Sold again." 

The grievance this time was the " Col- 
onist." The Colonist thiit had fouf;ht 
everybody's battle for two years lunl nl las', 
refused — yes, "peremptorily refused" — to 
fight the battle between Major> Foster and 

■ "the little Jews of Johnson street." It could 
not be believed, tbat the Colonist had failed 
to fight. When we~lhe CotoNisT—heard 
it, we tound oarself as iooreduloiis as the 

■ old Baptist deacon. Some one came to his 
funeral, but found the deacon alive and 
.welli He told him he bad heard that he 

^ .was dead. " Oh !" said the deacon, " I 
knew it was a lie as soon as I heard it." So 
with US. We knew it was a lie as soon a? 

■ we heard it; and when we told ihe parties 
most interested, ihey were also as well satis- 
fied as we were thai it was a lie. 

Now what was all this hub-bub about? 
We will tell you. In our Thursday's issue 
was a report of the proceedings of the 
Assembly. In that report Major Foster is 
reported to have said : 

When we passed the section that farming 
lands should be exempted, there was only 
one idea — all improvements were to he ex- 
empted. We want a rural population; our 
farming lands must be setlled-up. The 
Attorney General has been conversing with 
some of the little Jews on Johnson street. 
Ask them if they want 20,000 Indians 
brought here; they will raply— Hy nH 
means, Mr. Attorney General, bring ihcm 
along; they will buy our goods and make 
business brisk." Wlint do itiat class of 
people care if tho town was burnt up lo- 
roorrow; the ne.vt day they are off for San 
Francisco. This is the class ihiil has in- 
fluenced the Attorney General in bringing 
in his resolution. If we lax, our farming 
lands, we must expect to alill draw tur 
supplies from a foreign country. 

During the morning, Mr. Copperman 
called on us and promised to bring a com- 
muoicationjin reply. Wo expressed a wil- 
lingness to publish it. In the afternoon, 
Mr. Copperman with Mr. Koshland, brought 
to our office the letter, which subsequenlly 
appeared in the Gazelle over the name of 
David Shirpser. We siii.:gt;i,tod that a 
better article should be wrilien on tho .sub- 
ject. After .some discussion, both gmitlc- 
men wil lulre-.v, as wo supposed, to modify 
the letter, and deal more directly and dig- 
nilie.lly with tin; inaUer at issue. Towards 
evening, however, Mr. Shirp-er brought it 
back, and wished it published, either as an 
advertisement, or as a communication. 
We pointed out the words " inveterate ani- 
mosity;" and told him that the circum- 
stances did not warrant such language ; 
that we believed them untrue; and what 
we believed untrue .we would not publish 
in our columns for five hundred dollars, or 
for any sum whatever. For a proof ol 
which, hero is a letter from Mr. ^Unp^i-i 
himself, Htaliiig what occurred between us. 
Me, however, denies the autliorHliip id the 
letter which preceded his— signed— " The 
Petty Little Jews. ' 

VlcToiilA, Sept. H, 18(10. 
Editor British Colonist:— .S'u — In a 
letter published in last Saiin.lay's (iiizctte, 
thcni is a commnnicatioii signed by me. and 
preceded bv a letter .Mgned " Some ol the 
I'etly Liltle'Jows." In the hitler it is asHorl- 
ed that" Amor Do CoHinos peiempKmly i-- 
fuKod [ihe letter) inseriiou in pqier, 
eithei as " a communication or an udverii.-e- 
meiii." It further states—" As wo more 
than suspect the reason of the refu.^al, we 
must appeal to you (the anzellt] to I'lih. 
lish it,'' 

The inference drawn Inmi tlie.se extiacts 
it, that Mr. Do Cosmos gave no leasoiis lur 
refusing to publihli it •'itlier m iin advuitise- 
m.'iit or iMiminiuiieuiion. This is untrue, 
lie r.|iileil that il thc> rliarge agiiliist Major 
l'"iisler ol '■ iiiiiiiirdlr iiniiiKistlu iigiiili.'<t the 
Jews " was lelt out, Unit lie would piibli-h 
it either oim way or other. Hut believing 
tlie eharge of " inveloraio iininiosity" "(/"i""' 
the Jeu s to be untrue, he v»ould not publish 
wJjtti lio hfliovcd 10 bo an untruth for flvo

^3 I objected to erase Ihe objectionable 
words, my letter was not published in the 
BuiTisii Colonist. 

Yours, David Siiihpser. 

From this statement of facts, we put the 
question to every intelligent raau, would we 
do right to allow our columns to be made a 
vehicle to utter what •« USH"?L.^'"'' 
there in the extract fronT Maibt Foster's 
speech from which any one can charge him 
with " inveterate janjmiqsity against the 
Jews"? Nothing' " Adrhit that his words 
may be capable, of being construed into a 
reflection on the Jews of Johnson street; 
still that does not prove "inveterate animo- 
sity against the Jews." Were a party to be 
arraigned before the Police Judge only once 
for intoxication, we could not charge him 
with being an " inveterate drunkard;" were 
we to do so, we would e.vcoed our duty. 
With this view of the question, we declined 
to publish Shirpser's letter, either as an 
adveriisemenl or as a communication. We 
would do so over and over again. What is 
more we wish it to be distinctly understood 
that no communication nor no advertise- 
ment reflecting upon any gentleman 
whether a private citizen or a public man, 
except it is supported by such evidence as 
we may think worthy of credence, lan 
have. a place in the Buitish Colonist. 
The money is not coined that can change 
our views oh that subject. Some may think 
that because a matter is put in the form of 
an advertisement, we ought to publish it. 
We do not subscribe to any such doctrine. 
Were that the case any man's good name 
could bo blasted tor a few dollars. The 
conductor of a paper may know the ad- 
vertisement to be untrue ; still he is bound 
to publish tlie untruth ! Out upon such a 
dogma. We are well satisfied that the 
good sense of this community^ supports us 
in repudiating il. It is then to sustain such 
pernicious dogmas as these that our con- 
temptible ootemporary on Saturday was 
carried away with a column and a half of 
' hifaluten twaddle." 

Another straightforward rule we maintain 
in our reports. Our reporter has but ons 
order" to give a true report to the best of his 
judgment, no matter who it injures." Thus 
there is nothing' "inexplicable" about the 
publication of Major Foster's speech. We 
suppress nothing thai is true; nor will we. 
When we cannot conduct the CoLO.MSTin 
that way, wc will relinqui.ih the profession 
10 such worthless rags as the Gazeile.
